There is a discovery vhen a vein not previously registered is found, 
either by means of an authorized exploration or accidentally (ie ee, not involv~ 
ing an act of trespases ) 


a, ie a The discoverv is ‘eithce of a new mining district (mine rol), or of 
@ new vein (criadero), according to whether it was made outside or within a 
radius of 5 kilometers from a mine vreviously registerede (arte 111-1126.) 


In the former instance. the ‘discoverer is entitled to three claims 
on the vein of his choice and tvo more on each of any other veins ‘hich he 
discovers or has discovered; in the mina to only two claims on the vein 
discovered. (Arte 132) : | 

To obtain a mining concession the discovery mst ie denerted: in 
writing to the "cametent authority" — whose identity is not precisely revealed - 
and a sample of the mineral presented. The existence of the mineral, however, 
at the place in question is not. ee ta verified unless pane discovery is 
disputed.

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Denouncement is the means of eccuiring either forfeited mines or 
those thet have been. reliniuished. Since 1917, hovever,- there is. no work 
requirement in the usual sense for vreserving title to a mine, so that for- 
feiture is limited in its annlication to cases of failure to pay taxes or to 
invest the required amount’ of capital or to comply ‘with the various requirements 
prior to concession within the prescribed periods of times | 


A special case of abandonment is that of an entire Serer aistrict 
(cerro or mineral)se Such an abandoned district is defined as one in which there 
has been no formal work ~ that is, work authorized by a concession — for three 
Eensecn este yeares 


Those who seek to revive such a district mst present a written 
application to the local mining authority, stating the name and location of the 
district and the name, situation, and number of the veins they propose to 
rehabilitate. To be regarded as the reviver of a district an operator must | 
have established work in at least two of its veins end the extent of one claim 
rehabilitated or reconditioned on each, that is, one of its workings mst nave 
been put in such condition thet the principal characteristics of the vein can. 
be recognized and crdinary mining work contimede : 


: ' (The reviver is entitled to three claims on the vein of his choice 
and to two more on each additional vein that he renabilitetes in due time. In 
oeaee case the claims are not re- cudred to be in a single block. 


When it is proposed to rehedilitate only two veins, 200 days are 
saiowee for the work (including 50 for installation); and when the mmber of 
veins is more then tuo, the veriod is 370 days (including 70 for installation). 
But these periods may be extended by 100 and 150 days, resnectively, on account 
of umusual difficulties e:perienced in the worke Fifty extra dzys are allowed 
for rehabilitating each of any other veins beyond the mumber snecified in the 
concession; but the sum of all these extensiofis can not exceed 150 dayse 


Any one who discovers a new vein in an abandoned district is also 
entitled to two claims, together or separate, even without a previous exploration 
permit, but not subse-uent to concession of the district or during the revival 
period. He mst have his claims rehabilitated, as above defined, within 100 days, 
He is also free to register any other mines which he rehabilitates within such 
period of time —- which is subject to an extension of 50 days.

 EXTRA-LATSRAL RIGHTS, ETC.

TAXES, FIXED CAPITAL, ETCe | 
“Law 10,273 of Nove 12, 1917, suppressed the work requirement of 
the mining code and established a mumber of provisions in »lace of the articles 
repealed. These, in orief, are as follows: . 


le Mines are granted in.return for an anmal rent yee clas to be 
fixed périodically by a national law. (Arte 2e) 


i ae paving the first five vears of a concession this is the sits 
contribution (apart from stamped paper) to be paid on mining property, including 
the production, beneficiation works, machinery, shops, and articles or animais 
devoted to the mining operations. (Arte 3)

In any case of forfeiture the »ronerty returns to the ownership of the 
State, and when the forfeiture is for nomayment of the rental the mine is put 
up at auction. Of the auction »nrice the Treasury retains tne rental due, top 
costs of the sale, and 10 per cent additional; and the balance, if any, is turned 
over to tne former concessionnaire, unless there are mortgage or privileged 
creditors.
